DEFENCE MEASURES 


Those who proclaim that 
‘There will be no war’ have 
every reason to gain in con- 
fidence as the days-slip by. 
Even so, there can be no ex- 
cuse for closing eyes entirely 
to the high degree of tension 
in Berlin, or for failure to 
take elementary precaution- 
ary measures. It was 
thought this week when it 
was officially — announced 
that’ important measures 
for the slowing down 
of demobilisation from the 
Services had been agreed. by 


‘|the Chiefs of Staff and the

-|down could be regarded, as 


an important defence mea- 
sure—that Britain could not 
be caught entirely unprepar- 
ed.
